Pledge of Allegiance- At 7:10 p.m. Supervisor Fleming called the Workshop Meeting to order with the Salute to the 
Flag.  
 
Workshop – The board discussed all the items on the workshop agenda.  
 
Public Comment 
Co-Chairperson of the Lake Carmel Advisory Committee Pat Madigan commended the Police Chief for the great job 
he did on the boat auction.   
She also addressed a letter the Committee sent to the Board in regards to the deterioating conditions of the Lake 
Carmel spillway, dam and gatehouse.  She said the Supervisor will be arranging a meeting with Insite Engineering, 
and requested that one of their members be present.  She wants the Lake Carmel Community to know the 
committee has been addressing, trying to work on this since 2014, with correspondence and notes.  The condition 
is disgraceful, actually catastrophic if something is not done.  If we lose this lake the consequences could be 
devastating not only to the homes in the community, but those at the end of the spillway.  Thirty years ago the 
lake was lost; they take this very seriously, and have been trying to have this addressed.   At last correspondence, 
Insite had stated it had deteriorated considerably well before this boards time.  In 2012 the engineering company 
said this is a stop gap measure that had been done, so you can imagine the monumental proportions since them.  
She encouraged the board to follow up with this meeting with Insite, anything the community has to offer she 
encouraged them to contact them.  She said it can be seen visually, she had addressed a different board at the 
time with photos, and there are cracks in the foundation.  The runoff has broken down the sides of the spillway.  
She was on the board 12 years and off 8 years, they are still there.  The committee encouraged the board to move 
forward on this expeditiously, this is a serious matter reaffirming her correspondence.   
Another issue concerning the committee is the runoff from the proposed shopping center coming into Lake 
Carmel. Serious silt and runoff.  Supervisor Fleming explained this is one proposed project in the East of Hudson.  
She is meeting with Bruce Barber and the East of Hudson Engineers and a consulting firm on Thursday.  They will 
be touring the project and one that is a top priority.

Resolution #178 – Accept Quote for Inflatable Amusements

 WHEREAS, the Town of Kent would like to have attractions at the 2016 Kent Community Day, 
scheduled for Saturday, September 10, 2016 at the Edward Ryan Memorial Park in Kent, New York; and  
 WHEREAS, in accordance with the Town’s Procurement Policy, the Town made requests for 
quotes for inflatable amusements for Kent Community Day, and received written quotes in response to 
such request, a summary of which is annexed hereto and incorporated herein by reference; and 
 WHEREAS, New England Bounce About of Brookfield, Connecticut, has submitted the lowest 
quote with the largest amount of inflatable amusements, in the amount of $5,616, which amounts to a 
cost per amusement of $624, which is the lower cost per attraction; and    
 WHEREAS, the Director of Recreation and Parks has recommended the acceptance of the quote 
from New England Bounce About, and the Town Board of the Town of Kent wishes to accept the 
recommendation of the Director of Recreation and Parks;  
 NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Town Board of the Town of Kent hereby accepts 
the quote of New England Bounce About to supply inflatable amusements on Kent Community Day for 
the price set forth in the summary attached hereto in an amount not to exceed  $5,616 and 
 BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Town Supervisor is hereby authorized and directed to 
execute any and all agreements and other documents necessary to give effect to this Resolution, 
consistent with the  terms hereof, all in form satisfactory to the Supervisor and the Town Attorney.

Vehicle Identification Number 2FABP7BV9BX114451 (the “Vehicle”) was involved in an accident in 2015 and 
declared a total loss by the Town’s insurance company; and 
 WHEREAS, the Kent Police Department has received compensation from the insurance company for the 
Vehicle; and 
 WHEREAS, the Service Manager of the Town of Kent Municipal Repairs Department was able to restore 
the Vehicle with an investment of $1,000 from the Highway Department Repair lines, to a condition which is 
serviceable for the Highway Department; and  
 WHEREAS, Richard W. Othmer, Jr., the Highway Superintendent, has requested that the Town Board 
approve the reassignment of the Vehicle to the Highway Department; and  
 WHEREAS, Alexander W. DiVernieri, Chief of Police, has no objection to the reassignment of the Vehicle;  
 NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Town Board of the Town of Kent, authorizes the 
reassignment of the 2011 Ford Crown Victoria bearing Vehicle Identification Number 2FABP7BV9BX114451 from 
the Police Department to the Highway Department.
